Urban Outfitters 
apologizes for ‘bloody’ 
Kent State sweatshirt

Urban Outfitters apologized Monday after 
it received major backlash for trying to sell 
a “vintage” Kent State University sweatshirt 
that appeared to be covered in blood spatter. 

The university was the scene of an infa- 
mous bloody demonstration in 1970, when 
four students were killed and nine others in- 
jured after the National Guard fired on stu- 
dents who were protesting the Vietnam War. 

The university and many on the Internet 
criticized Urban Outfitters on Monday, say- 
ing the sweatshirt evoked memories of the 
shooting. 

“This item is beyond poor taste and trivi- 
alizes a loss of life that still hurts the Kent 
State community today,” the Ohio-based 
university said in a statement on its website. 
“We take great offense to a company using 
our pain for their publicity and profit.” 

Urban Outfitters, which apologized on 
Twitter, sold the item for $129 on its website 
as part of an assortment of vintage clothing. 
It has since sold out. But it is being offered 
on eBay for a “Buy It Now” price of $2,500. 

“It was never our intention to allude to the 
tragic events that took place at Kent State 
in 1970 and we are extremely saddened that 


this item was perceived as such. The one- 
of-a-kind item was purchased as part of our 
sun-faded vintage collection,” the company 
said on Twitter. 

Urban Outfitters said the red markings 
were the result of distressing and “wear and 
fray” 

Kent State invited anyone interested in 
buying the sweatshirt to tour its recently 
opened May 4 Visitors Center, named for 
the date when Ohio National Guard troops 
opened fire on student protesters. 

The university said a visit would help 
them “to gain perspective on what happened 
44 years ago and apply its meaning to the 
future.” 

Alan Canfora, one of the nine people 
wounded at Kent State in 1970, said Mon- 


day he had spoken to family members of 
the victims and they are very upset at Urban 
Outfitters and do not accept the company’s 
apology 

“This was a crass attempt at free publicity 
and a very morbid offering to stir up contro- 
versy,” Canfora said. 

Social media users on Twitter and Face- 
book assailed the brand for marketing the 
item, many saying it was in extremely poor 
taste. 

“Urban Outfitters are selling a ‘vintage’ 
Kent State jumper,” tweeted Cory Zanoni. 
“Nothing says ‘hip’ like murder.” 

Tweeted Kent State professor Chris Row- 
an: “Profoundly depressed to live in a reality 
where campus shootings get turned into a 
fashion statement.”

Trial set for cop charged 
in woman's death

Trial has been set for next month for a Chicago 
police detective indicted on criminal charges 
that he recklessly opened fire at a group of 
people while off-duty killing a woman. 

Dante Servin has said he feared for his life 
after he saw a man point a gun at him not far 
from his West Side home near Douglas Park 
early on the morning of March 21, 2012. 

But Cook County prosecutors alleged 
Servin acted recklessly by opening fire over his 
left shoulder from inside his car into an alley 
occupied by at least four people. Rekia Boyd, 
a woman in the group, was fatally shot in the 
back of the head, and the intended target was 
holding a cellphone, authorities said. 

Servin was charged last November with 
involuntary manslaughter, reckless discharge 
of a firearm and reckless conduct. He was 
stripped of his police powers and is on paid 


desk duty pending the outcome of the trial, a 
police spokesman said Monday 

Judge William Lacy on Monday scheduled 
Servin’s trial for Oct. 27. The judge, who 
presides at the Leighton Criminal Court 
Building, will decide Servin’s guilt or 
innocence following a bench trial. 

In a telephone interview Monday, Thomas 
Brandstrader, Servin’s attorney, expressed 
confidence that his client would be acquitted 
of the charges. 

“He did what he was he trained to do,” 
Brandstrader said. 

The veteran officer faces anything from 
probation to five years in prison if convicted 
of involuntary manslaughter, the most serious 
charge. 

The city previously paid $4.5 million to 
settle a wrongful death lawsuit brought by 
Boyd’s estate.

He originally 
was charged with residential burglary after 
he was accused of entering the apartment 
without permission to spray for bedbugs and 
removing the guinea pig in the process. 

The fate of the guinea pig remains unclear, 
but the tenant has moved, authorities said.

Crews battle 11 major 
California wildfires 


Crews battled nearly a dozen major wildfires 
across California on Monday that have forced 
hundreds of people to flee, destroyed dozens 
of homes and structures and charred thou- 
sands of acres of forest land left bone dry by 
the state’s record drought. The most destruc- 
tive of the ii blazes, the Courtney Fire, quick- 
ly blackened 320 acres east oFYosemite after it 
erupted Sunday, burning several homes to the 
ground, according to the California Depart- 
ment of Forestry and Fire Protection. 

Some 1,000 residents in and around the 
foothill community of Oakhurst and near 
Bass Lake were evacuated ahead of the flames, 
which were 20 percent contained by Monday 
morning as California baked in a heat wave 
that drove temperatures into triple digits. 

Further north, about 800 firefighters were 
battling a 3,900-acre blaze, dubbed the King 
Fire, raging in heavy timber and steep terrain 
in El Dorado County Nearly 250 homes were 
under a mandatory evacuation order, while 
residents of another 400 houses were advised 
they could voluntarily leave, the county sher- 
iff’s office said. 


Cal Fire reported one injury associated 
with the fire, which was 10 percent contained 
and spreading rapidly Monday but further de- 
tails were not immediately available. 

Meanwhile, authorities near Los Angeles 
lifted an evacuation order Sunday as fire- 
fighters made headway against a 1,600-acre 
wildfire that forced hundreds of people to 
flee their homes as it swept through drought- 
stricken woods. 

More than 1,000 firefighters backed by 
nine helicopters worked around the clock to 
contain the Silverado Fire, which broke out 
Friday in the Cleveland National Forest and 
spread rapidly Saturday 

A mandatory evacuation order affecting 
217 homes in and around Silverado Canyon, a 
gorge in the Santa Ana Mountains, was lifted 
Sunday though the area remained closed to 
non-residents, the Orange County Sheriff’s 
Department said. 

This year’s wildfire season, which typically 
runs from May until October, was on track to 
be the most destructive on record, according 
to Cal Fire.
